The UNESCO Conrerence will be held in Paris, 
November 9-December l*. We win have a detailed press 
release covering the swearing In tomorrow, tomorrow.

A JCone that I am aware of, unless my colleagues 
can correct me here. 

Q Is there any intention to brier NATO diplo- 
mats on some forthcoming move? 
[Laughter] 
A We brier NATO diplomats quite regularly. 
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Q Has Rusk conferred with the British, French 
and West Germany, ana other NATO diplomats, yesterday or 
today? 

A Mot to my knowledge. No. 
Q Is there anything you could tell us, or any 
comment you might have on the Communist Ch" nese- India 
righting? 

A Notnlng, otner than wnat I gave people 
yeateraay; namely, that in this situation our sympathies 
He entirely with India. 

Q Do you nave any formal request ror any kino 
or he-Lp? 

A None. None that I am aware or. 
Q Has tne Nationalist Chinese Amoassaoor Deen 
called m or been consulted in any way in this crisis — 
this Chinese-India thing? 

A Not to my knowledge, No. 
Q Everything aonormal? 

Q Are there any Indications that you could t e(»i 
us aoout that Cuba has oo tamed light bombers? 
A I have no comment. 
Q, I dldn*t hear the question. 
A The question was whether I nave any lnformaf- 
tlon on Cuba ootaining light bombers. I said I had no 
comment . 
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Q Do you nave any information on whether Cuba 
nas oDtalned any weapons whicn coula De construed as 
offensive in any way? 

A I have no comment. 
Q Anybody ei3e want to try? 
Q A side issue on Cuoa. Our o±a rrlena 
ALPHA bo was saying last nignt they planned to go down to 
Dio* up a Britiah ship. 
A Yes. 

As I pointed out previously, the United States 
Coast Guard ano the Immigration ano Naturalization 
Service continue to maice every err ore to prevent inci- 
dents oaseo on US territory rrom taKing place. The United 
States aoes not condone aucn attacica, Dut, as I have said 
earlier, this Government cannot be responsible ror such 
actions which originate rrom outaloe US territorial 
jurisdiction. Should any raids or attacks begin — 
Q Should any— 

A Should any raid or attacks begin rrom 
United States territory, the question or whether US laws 
h ave been violated must be determined by the Department 
or Justice. 

Q Line, any reason why the calling orr or 
maneuvers oown in Vieques for tomorrow? 

A I have not jdggti filled in on this.
